Tt is with deep regret that we Tearn of 
the death at Homburg ror der Boche, 
usar Wiesbaden, on Monday afternoon, 
of Dr. Heinrich Wiogand, Director Gen- 
eral” of the Norddoutscher Lloyd.

H., roported 
that ia consequonesof numerous complaints 
re nis in Muropma houses he appointed 
Trispector ‘Brown to visit every ote and 
onquite ; (1) If they had rate or not; (2) Ti 
they wished traps, bird-lime boards, tat 
poison, or all three. “This took tro days}, 
to do, owing largely to the tenants in many 
cases keéping the Inspector waiting 13 
to’ 30 minutes, a mthér inconsidoraté pro- 
ceeding. Tho result of these inquiries was 
shown in an ‘attached, sheet. On the 


followlng day all traps, etc., asked for were 


supplied : sixty-one traps, 137 bird-lime 
boards and 60 pieces of poison. In addition 
there were 45 houses rented by the military 
authorities in Austin Avenue, Salisbury 
Avenue, East Terrace, oto, T'o these Major 
Macdonald, R. A M,0., kindly agreed to 
issue traps, etc.,' and 36 traps, - 35 bird- 
lime boards and 300 pieces of poison 
were issued for this purpose. Thorefore 
there wore now in the Buropsan quarter 
96 traps; 172 bird-lime boards, 360 pieces 
of zat poison isued by ‘the Smitary 
Departments in 126 European housss, the 
remaining refusing to have them, or, for 
other causes, not wanting any. Aa the 
mutter was of ‘soms importance, it might 
call attention to theseriousness of alluwing 
rata in hoases if the matter were circulated

THE COST OF THE GERMAN ~|-7, 


NAVY. 


That the German Navy is, relatively, 
tho costliest in Europe may bo proved by 
a. fow iuminative figures “which I. can 
vouch for as accurate.. Tho Imperial dock- 
yarda sheorb an enormowly dispro” 
portionate outlay every year, Tho dock- 
yard at Kiel employs 7,700. workmen ;to 
supervise. them are mecosanty $4. naval 
officers and 96) yard: officials! At Wil” 
helmshaven the: figures are -still more 
striking! 7,100 workmen, superinteded 
by 32 navel officora. and 9M yard of- 
ficinls t Ab Danzig the fgures ore: 
$,000 workmen, 17. navsl officers, and 
400 yard. officials. Thus, the. average 
works out st one overseer for dvery ‘seven 
hands. In British Government docktyards 
the.average, I understand, is ono official to 
thirty workmen. . ‘The difforence is doubt- 
less attributable to national characteristics, 

pon which this is ne place to dilate. 
Bearing the above. figares in mind it will 
be conceded that the building of.a warship 
in ono of the Imperial dockyarda must of 
necessity bo a most costly afhir. Turning 
to the upkeep of fleet units we find, the 
same ‘expensive conditions prevailing over 
here. The German Navy regulations lay 
down that a small protected cruiser may 
every fiscal yenr expond £10,000 on repairs, 
refitting, and ‘ship’s secemories. I am 
given ta understand that for the enme elase 
of vesselin England £7 000is considered 
the limit for similar purposes.
